Iron is one of the. minerals 
which arn essentinI to life. It 
helps to form the hemoglobin, and 
without this the red blood-cells 
would be unablo to carry thoir 
oxygon to the tissues. 

Most foods contain minute 
quantities of fron, and the average 

ict supplics cnough of it for daily 
needs. Some Beenie, however, 
feel that it ia as well to be on the 
safe side by taking foods rich in 
this substance. 

Milk ig a very poor source of 
fron, and {t may be wondered why 
young infants (who are fed exclu- 
sively on it from: birth till, say, 
six months) do not auffer in con- 
acquence. The reason is that 
they are born with a supply of 
fron calculated to Inst them until 
they have reached the age when 
food other than milk can be taken. 

Thus at the time when their 
iron-stock is getting; low matters 
are put right by an addition to 
their dict. If this were snot 
ensured, Iack of iron would make 
itself felt in anemia and other ills. 

Preventative of ls. 


Anemia, when it does. occur, 


cannot be cured by a rich iron-|‘ 


containing diet alone, und medi- 
cinal treatment has to be under- 
taken. The value of iron-contain- 
ing foods, therefore, is not so 
much to repair damage already 
done as to prevent the occurrence 
of that damage. 

The absorption of iron in food 
is assisted by the recently dis- 
covered vitamin E, which is 
present. in good measure in 
vegetables, cooked and uncooked. 

Certain foods are particularly 
valuable for maintaining the 
body’s fron supply at a high level. 
Beef and yolk of egy are a rich 
animal source, while oatmeal and 
Egyptian lentils are richest among 


the vegetables. 


One authority gives the follow- 
ing common foods in order of 
jron-value:—Spinach, egg-yolk, 
apples,; lentils, — straw-berrics, 
beans, peas, potutges, and wheat.

KILLED BY FALL OF 
STONES. 


- EUROPEAN CRUSHED At 
NAVAL BASE. 


SIngnpore, Mar, 30, 

Mr. H.R. Harris, a European 
employed by Sir John * Jackson, 
Ltd., contractors for the Naval 
Base, Seletur, was crushed to death 
on Saturday afternoon ‘by n fall 
of stones from the tray of a cranc 
which was londing railway trucks 
at the quarry on the Johore side of 
the Strait. 


Mr. Harria was a native of Sus- 
nex, He cnine ont to Malaya a 
number of yeara Ago and was form- 
erly with the F.M.S. Railways con- 
struction department. Later he 
was mining in Slam. At the Naval 
Base he‘ was supervising quarry 
work. He was aged about 60 and 
leaves n wife and three children 
in Auntralia. 

The story of the accident was 
told to the Struita Times by an offl- 
ein| of the Naval Base. He said 
that at the time of the accident 
stones which had been blasted 
were being put on trays which 
were lifted and awuny by a crane 
on to a train to be taken wherever 
they were wanted. Mr. Harris was 
standing near the crane signalling. 
the train to come towards him. He 
wna seen to turn round to talk to 
the Chinese foreman, and atmort 
immediately after he turned, the 
tray of stones, two tons in welgat, 
fell on him. He died in a few 
minutes. 

It ix thought that Mr. Harria, in 
a moment of forgetfulness, stenped 
back under the tray of stones, 
which at thal moment came down. 
The business of signalling the 
train was usually done by one of 
the traianen. 

The cause of the tray ‘of stones 
dropping on Mr, Harris instead of 
on, the train is so far a mystery.

FISCAL ‘CHANGES 
SUGGESTED. — 


FEDERATION OF BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES. 


“TARIFF DESIRABLE. 


+. After six months’ close study 
of “the reforms which are needed 
to roliabelitate British. industry,” 
the Federation of British Indur- 
trics has issued a report. 

The report states that continuous 
development and. rationalisntton 
within industry {tself is recognised, 
and to achicve this money expendi- 
ine ie coren iol: 

c¢ pre-requisite necessary to 

the raising of thia money and the 
contemplated expenditure of it is 
Confidence. 

This Confidence can‘ only be re- 
stored to industry by 

(a) A change in our fiscal ays- 
tem, including industrial  protec- 
tion, and the widest possible oxten- 
sion of inter-Imperial Preference. 
_(b) .A_ reduction in the burden 
of : taxation and other charges 
which have to be borne by British 
induatry. : 


Elaborating these two measures, |: 


the Federation suggerts the main 
principles which should govern the 
introduction of 2 tariff, and sugges- 
tions are made for an emergency 
tariff. . ‘ 

They state that for a country 
situated like the United Kingdom, 
nothing but a detailed and most 
carefully’ adjusted tariff! can be of 
permanent value. The interests of 
the export trade must be fully 
considered, and the utmost care 
tnken to ensure that the Incidence 
of all tariffs imposed shall have the 
ultimate effect of reducing costs of 
production. . 

The Federation think that any 
Government which. intends to in- 
troduce. 2 tariff system should be- 
nmentary pow- 
ers to impose a “temporary emer- 
gency tariff of a simple charactor.” 

This should be accompanied “by 
powers to, control imports,” as far 
as international obligations permit. 
until the emergency tariff can be 
put into operation. 

The temporary tariff has. to make 
provision for a wide extension of 
Empire preference “so devised us 
to permit of the widest possible o2 
tension of the principle of free 
entry for the primary produce of 
the Empire.” s 

A suitably constituted tribunal 
is suggested to hear traders’ ap- 
peals on duty rates, 

Under the heading: ‘The Per- 
manent Tariff,” the I'ederation pro- 
poses a tariff board of a -perman- 
ent and executive character. 

The members of this board 
“should be removed as far as is 
humanly possible from political in- 
fluence by the terms and character 
of their appolntment.” 


Employment. 


When considering the framing of 
the tariff, the board should have 
regard to providing the greatest 
possible: amount of employment, 
“and; by this-increased production, 
to cheanen prices and thus not only 
benefit the home consumer but as- 
siat in the expansion of the export 
trade.” . 

An industrial ond commercial 
panel is suggested, with sub-com- 
mittees for different trade groups, 
which should have within its power 
“to recommend instead of the im- 
position of dutics, the regulation of 
imports by systems of quota, pro- 
hibition ‘and licence.” — It. should 
also have power to prevent dump- 


ing. 

Discussion of the details of a 
tariff by Parliament is described 
oe the highest. degree undesir- 
able. . 

The tariff, the Federation state, 


“should, by promoting an increased 


volume of production, be the means |; 


of reducing prices.” They provide, 
however, for appeal to the Tariff 
Board by consumers should the 
protection yiven to producers. and 
sellers be abused. 
“The Federation . emphasise the 
importance which they attach to 
the development of trade within the 
Empire, and they recommend 
.“guch duties in favour of the 
products of the Empire, includ- 
ing food-stuffs and raw materials, 
as will enable it to .grant pre- 
ferential treatment’ to the 
Dominions to the degree necea- 
sary to secure the widest possi- 
ble development of inter-Empn- 
trade.” . . 


‘@ 
‘A Bargaining Weapon. 


The Federation express the fear 
that, except. by commercial treaty, 
reasonable access to tho markets 
of ‘the more highly protected coun- 
tries may soon become impossible, 
and they attach the greatest im- 
portance to-a tariff as a bargain- 
ing weapon. : : 

On the question of national cx- 
penditure, the Federation think 
the curtailment of administrative 
expenditure alone cannot produce 
the degree of economy. desired. 

The necessary economics can only 
be effected, they belfeve, by dras- 
tically altering the policy of in- 
gf unproductive expenditure.

_ MAN ACQUITTED AFTER 
SENTENCE. 


. London, Mar. 12. 

A man who a week 480, utter 
being sentenced to four months’ 
hard Inbour, was remanded by Mr. 
Clarke Hall at Old-strect, was de- 
scribed by the magistrate yester- 
day a5 being the victim of “the 
moat vile perjury.”

PIUM XIth’s POLICY AND 
CHARACTER, 


In conversalion with a 
papal dignitary who was attached 
to the Papal Court under the reign 
of four Popes, 2 correspondent 
of tho Opserrer recently ‘obtained 
some {nterestizg sidelights upon 
the policy, character, and outlook 
of the present pontiff. 

“Pjus XI.” he began. “differa 
greatly from his two immedinte 
prodeceasors, Benedict XV. and 
Pius X. But though ho-came from 
a different social world and had 
not so carly diplomatic training, 
his policy, jn many ways, shows 
ated with that of the grent Loa 

“Like Leo, Pope Plus Is anxious 
to relieve the hard lives of the 
working masses; he advocates tho 
poor man’s rights; believed that 
the main function of the State is 
to serve the individual, and denies 
that the individual exists only for 
the benelit of the State.Their ideas 
upon the guncitity of tho marriage 
tie and mixed marriages coincide. 
Not Hater than last December, in 
syclicn! Letter on Christian 
marriage, Pope Pius said, every 
eftort must be made toe bring about 
those conditions upon which Leo 
insisted: that such economic anid 
noclal methods must be employed 
as will enable every head. of a 
fumily to earn the necessary ware 
for himaclf, wife and’ children. 
When Leo enunciated this social 
policy, torty years age, he was 
hailed by the poor all over the 
world as their friend.  Pius's 
recent Encyclical brings his utter- 
nnces into line with modern needs. 


Solitary Meals. 


“This reminds me of another 
point. Teo: had many friends. 
He used to consult them. Pius 
conrults nobody. When he was 
first ordatined,- Mgr. Calebinna, 
then Archbishop of Milan as Pius 
was later, used to call him ‘hia 
okl young man’ because his judg- 
ment was 80 mature. Pius had 
no friends in the sense of Leo 
and Pius X., who shocked his 
Court by demanding that an 
eecienianiio Bhonta ait at table 
with him. » After considerable 
protest he gave way to Vaticun 
tradition, which says the Ponti! 


\must always have his meals olonc. 


Pius XI. has never questioned it. 
He settles everying by himsclf. 
without taking anyone into his 
confidence. 

“This is not only the case with 
his policy. In details connected 
with the town planning and build- 
ingg of the Vatican City State, 
which he began soon after the 
Lateran Treaty was signed, he 
has given orders without consult- 
ing architects. A Lombard by 
birth, he has appointed Lombard 
architects for the new buildings.” 

The Prelate added, smiling: 
“Perhaps, that is why the Romans 
suy the new buildings are not hand- 
some. :

“Phe campaign for national 
veonomy,” he said, “is completely 
justified by the recent speech of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
which was by far the gravest 
Ktatement In our recent history. 

“Make no mistake; the present 
of this nation Is. 
alike in its inherent gravity and 
in {ts possible outcome, compur- 
‘able to the situation that faved 
us at the beginning 
Vast aa da the annual burden 
which war debt and wi -pensions 
have placed upon pa—-and no one 
could fer a moment contemplate 
repudiating — elther—these only 
acount for about half of the pre- 
sent addition to pre-War expend- 
ture. : 

“There are other heavy charges 
which the War has made unavoid- 
able, but, even if we exclude heads 
of outlay which are the  inevit- 
able consequences of four years 
of fighting,teven-if we make full 
allownnee for the reduced = pur- 
chasing power of money, the 
magnitude of the rest of our public 
expenditure to-day and the high 
ratio Which it beara to the total 
national income. are completely 
out of seale with the finance 0 
twenty-five yenrs asso.”

After stating: that much of the

ultimate cost.

Now that income tax 
is based upon the return of the 
previous your, it could hardly be 
otherwise, and the practical ques- 
tion, therefare, comes to be how 
much relief, if the preaching of 
economy be carried into practice, 
can be immediately produced. 
Urgent as stricter economy is, 1 
‘do not believe that the immediate 
result in figures can be great. 

“Tt is ecasential to-the interests 
of the country that Budget equili- 
brium should be maintained. tt 
matters to this country more than 
to any other that we should miin- 
thin our financial stability, and 
whatever happens we shall main- 
tain it for our position’ is sounder 
than that of others: and: we can 
bridge the gap if we make the 
necessary effort and exclude no 
available means.
